The two other men who were taken 
into custody with Brezak and Pitts 
about midnight Thursday 
at 
the 
Chambersburg 
bus terminal 
have 
been charged by Officer Guise before 
Justice of the Peace John H. Base­ 
h o r with vagrancy and were sen­ 
tenced to the county Jail for 30 days 
each. They gave their names as Jo­ 
seph Korey, 25 Oakland. California, 
and William Recan, 45, Newberry, 
South Carolina, and denied any part 
in the beating and robbery'.

With Christmas only two weeks 
away holiday business thrived at 
the

morning where orders were being 
taken for turkeys, geese, ducks and 
chickens and for wreaths, mistletoe 
and other greens for home decora­ 
tions. 


First wreaths were on sale this 
morning at from 25 to 50 cents, 
while marketmen said supplies of 
mistletoe, white pine, hemlock, holly 
and rhododendron would be on dis­ 
play next 
week. 
Sm all 
potted 
greens, or those arranged so that 
they can be kept fresh throughout 
the winter by supplies of water, 
brightened 
with scarlet leaves or 
berries, brought from 15 to 35 cents 
each. 


Prices on poultry for Christmas 
were being quoted at most stalls at 
about the same figures as asked at 
Thanksgiving time. 
Although live 
turkeys were being offered at 23 and 
25 cents a pound at some points in 
the market house, the general de­ 
mand was for 28 and 30 cents a 
! pound liveweight and up to 40 cents 
a pound dressed for turkey hens. 
Where turkeys were ordered alive, 
there was in some cases an offer to 
dress the fowl for an additional 
charge of 50 cents. 
Other poultry prices quoted this 
morning 
included 
the 
following: 
Geese. 33 cents dressed or 18 cents 
liveweight; ducks and heavy young 
chickens, 35 cents a pound dressed 
and 20 cents alive. 
Pork prices generally were un­ 
changed with sausage selling at 23 
and 25 cents a pound; scrapple, two 
pounds for 25 cents; pudding, 15 and 
20 cents a pound; bone meats, 20 
cents a pound, and lard, ll and 12 
cents a pound. 
Apples continued as a popular of­ 
fering at from 75 cents to $150 a 
bushel. 
Potatoes were priced at from 75 
cents to $1 a bushel; cornmeal, five 
to seven cents a pound; celery, IO to 
15 cents a stalk; sweet potatoes, IO 
cents a quart box and 15 cents a 
quarter peck; grapes from storage, 
IO cents a quart box; pop corn, IO 
cents a box; dried sweet apples, lo 
and 15 cents a quart box; turnips, 
IO cents a quarter peck; eggs, 35 and 
38 cents a dozen; butter, 30 and 35 
cents a pound; cabbage, five to 12 
cents a head; cheese, IO cents a 
pack; sauerkraut, 15 cents a quart, 
and six narcissus bulbs for IO cents.

KENNEDY URGES 
HITLER TO HELP 
WITH REFUGEES 


Southam pton, 
Dec. 
IO 
(AP)— 
U nited States Ambassador Josepli 
P. Kennedy said today the m ajor 
need in solving Europe’s refugee 
problem was ‘‘co-operation for an 
international loan and above all a 
little co-operation from H itler.” 
“You can stop worrying 
about 
where to put the refugees now,” he 
said. “T hat problem will be solved.’’ 
Kennedy 
discussed 
the 
refugee 
problem along with the war debts 
and debutantes before sailing on the 
liner Queen Mary for the U nited 
States. 
About war debts he said: 
“I think we can probably m ake a 
deal with G reat B ritain about war 
debts, but I ain afraid it will liave 
to be a deal that public opinion in 
the United States is not prepared 
to accept, 
“B ritain is not prepared to pay 
the whole debt and m any people a t 
home are against anything but a 
IOO cents on the dollar .settlem ent.” 
He said Lie had never discussed 
the 
question officially “with 
any 
mem ber of the British governm ent 
for the simple reason th a t I had no 
instructions to do so."
